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He Was the 
Old-Style Texan 


FERNANDINA BEACH, Fia., 
June 12—When the fishing boat 
had come in and docked we went 

into one of those 
c o m bination 
bars and cafes 
on the docks for 
coffee and rest. 
About us there 
was the talk of 
charter fishing 
boat captains 
discussing their 
clients of the 
day, and drink- 
ing beer out of 
cans.

a two-day-old newspaper on the 
table. 

I let my eyes run over the front 
page. On the lower left-hand side 
there was a_ headline saying 
Maury Maverick was dead in San 
Antonio. He was the old-style 
Texan, tough-minded and a fight- 
er for principles. He almost 
literally died breasting the ‘‘mil- 
lionaire tide’’ out of Texas which 
has so strongly supported the 
worst of what Sen. Joe McCarthy 
has represented. 

The Mavericks were Texas pio- 
neers. In the Maverick bloodlines 
were some of the best-known old 
family names. Maury’s full name 
was Maury Fontaine Maverick 
and his forebears were in all the 
fighting which made Texas a re- 
public and a state. 


A Democrat 


He was a Democrat without any 
reservations. Yet, he was never 
a yes man to the party leaders. 
It was he, as the news story 
properly said, who coined the 
phrase ‘“‘gobbledygook”’ for the 
obscure and technical phrasing of 
lengthy government documents in 
the New Deal days. In Congress 
he was a thorn in the flesh to all, 
Democrats and Republicans, who 
were dogmatic, pedantic or smug. 
And close as he was to Franklin 
Roosevelt, and loyal without ques- 
tion, he was not at all abashed 
and afraid to let even the Presi- 
dent have the back of his hand. 

In Washington one day years 
ago the Press Club was laughing 
at a story which couldn’t be con- 
firmed. It was in the days when 
the Nazis were menacing England 
but before the invasion of Bel- 
gium and France. Maverick had 
seen the President that day and 
the story had come out of their 
meeting. 

‘Mr. President,” Maverick re- 
portedly had begun, ‘‘I hope we 
don’t get into this war. I was in 
the other one and wounded and 
I’ve got a boy who would have to 
go to this one.”’ 

“I’ve got boys, 
said the President, 
that.”’ 

“Well,” said Maverick, “if we 
do get into the war I hope Elliott 
(Roosevelt) has to go first.’’ He 
took a dim view, as did many 
others, of Elliott Roosevelt. And 
it never occurred to him not to 
speak what was in his mind, 
The President didn’t like it, 
though, and was never again as 
cordial to Maverick, though 
there was never any break. 


The Story 


Later on in the day I encoun- 
tered Maverick in the lobby of 
the Mayflower Hotel. * asked him 
if the story was true. 

“It is,’ he said, ‘‘but I don’t 
want to confirm it because it 
would look as if I were mean 
about it and trying to hurt the 
President’s feelings. I don't 
want to do that and didn’t mean 
to do it. I was feeling blue about 
the prospect of war and the boys 
who would have to go and I just 
blurted it out about Elliott.’ 

Once, on the way to Mexico, 
in the days when Maverick was 
mayor of San Antonio, I stopped 
off there to visit with him. He 
had done a big job with that de- 
pression-hit city. He had moved 
boldly and with typical .forth- 
rightness into the problem of the 
depressed Mexican population. 
They loved him because they 
knew he honestly was trying to 
help them out of starvation, un- 
employment and wretchedness. 
He took a mighty pride in what 
he had done and San Antonio is 
a prettier and better city today 
because of him. 

He was last on the public 
scene at the Democratic conven- 
tion. He was fighting for party 
loyalty and against the hypocrisy 
of those who held to the name 
Democratic and yet proposed to 
support the Republican nominees. 
He didn’t win, but neither did he 
lose. He forced aside the mask 
of hypocrisy so all could see the 
truth. And the truth is marching

Ground Observer Corps 


Today Atlanta has its first citv-wide 
atomic attack drill. It is vitally 
that every citizen concern himself with 
what he should do in case a real attack 
should come 

There is another activity now 
on in the state of equal importance. Geor- 
gia is vulnerable to atomic attack and 
civil defense officials have set up a warn- 
ing system that is dependent almost en- 
tirely upon volunteers. 

Filter centers have been set up in At- 
lanta and Savannah to receive reports of 
unidentified aircraft flying over the state. 
Serving these centers are ground observ- 
ers, operating from posts all over Georgia. 
Several hundred observer posts have been 
established, but not all of them are 
manned by adequate ‘volunteer personne] 
to carry on the program—especially in 
rural areas. 

Coordinator for the Ground Observer 
Corps in Georgia, Maj. Thomas W. Tur- 
biville, says that rural people are needed 
to watch for aircraft. and report them to 
the filter centers. Radar networks are 
not yet complete and gaps in this network, 
Caused by radar's inability to follow the 
curvature of the earth and to see around

corners caused by mountains and valleys, 
must be filled by human eves and ears. 

Aggressor aircraft are likely to avoid 
cities and to fly at low altitudes in order 
to remain undetected on the way to a tare 
get. This makes the rural observer es- 
pecially important. 

Posts in and around Savannah and 
Atlanta are adequately manned. It would 
be too late, however, if attacking craft 
were not discovered before reaching their 
target. 

As Major Turbiville says, it is impos- 
sible to predict when Georgia posts, now 
on standby duty, will be called to full- 
time, 24-hour skywatch duty.

Is a Necessity, Too 

The American people find it hard to 
change their thinking toward the main- 
tenance of adequate armed forces. They 
refuse to believe that this country’s se- 
curity will require bigger armed forces 
than we've ever had to maintain in any 
so-called period of peace. 

Compared to any period of the past, 
the nation must maintain many more sol- 
diers, sailors and airmen on active duty 
than ever before. And as much as we 
may like to refuse to face it, it will cost 
money. 

But we still find it hard to accept. For 
instance, a large Midwestern newspaper 
editorially inquired the other day: “How 
is it that the armed services, which built 
and presumably still have the domestic 
training facilities that successfully put 10,- 
000,000 troops in the field during World 
War II, annually seems to need something 
around $1.000,000 worth of new facilities 
for the accommodation of an armed force 
about one-fifth that size?’ 

The query shows an amazing lack of 
understanding that is shared by many 
people. 

In the first place, if the Midwest writer 
had served in the armed forces he would 
know that troop housing during War II 
was makeshift, built quickly with no 
thought of permanence. Very little of it 
is usable today. There was little expan- 
sion of permanent Army installations. 

Today. if we are to keep good men in 
the armed services longer than their pe- 
riods of absolute duty, then some provi- 
sion must be made for decent living quar- 
ters. Not only that, but some provision 
must be made for their families. 

One of the biggest morale problems in 
the armed forces is concerned with hous- 
ing. Rents around Army bases are 
usual much higher than Army salaries 
can a Mord. 

Monev spent on decent Army housing 
can be an actual economy in the long run. 
It is estimated that the Air Force alone 
must spend $2,000,000,000 a year on 
training replacement specialists. If de- 
cent housing can reduce this amount, then 
we will be on the road toward building an 
efficient career service. 

We now have bases in more than 40 
countries around the world, in addition 
to those at home. Thev cannot be main- 
tained permanently with tents or bamboo 
huts as living quarters for personnel.

Has Difficulty Explaining U.S. to Students 


Monrovia, Liberia—As

velt College in Chicago, I have 
heen teaching at the University of 
Liberia for the last four months. 

From the outset, these African 
students have now and again ex- 
pressed their sympathy with me, 
as a Negro, for having to live in 
Chicago. I never will forget the 
day after the International edition 
of Time arrived with the picture 
of a hate-crazed mob around a 
housing project in my home town. 
Several of the young people wanted 
to know whether I was in danger 
of being beaten up too, if I had 
been in Chicago. 

I have been patiently explaining 
that isolated incidents must not be 
mistaken for the whole; that de- 
mocracy is a process; that great 
changes took place during the war 
and have continued to take place. 

I think it was possible to explain 
the situation in the North so that 
they could understand it. As, for 
the South, nothing one can say 
will convince these students that 
a self-respecting Negro could be 
content to live there. There 
admiration for the technical skull 
of the United States, a sense of 
appreciation for the friendly as- 
sistance which the United States 
has given to Liberia over the years 
and a rather general desire to se- 
cure an American education. But 
there is bewilderment over the con- 
tinued existence of legal ‘sen ega- 
tion in the South. 

The University of Liberia has as 
its president, Dr. J. Max Bond 
who was once a professor at At- 
lanta University and whose wife is 
a sister of the distinguished At- 
lanta citizen, Dr. Rufus Clement, 
president of Atlanta University.

This is the special day to look 
up to “The Banner Betsy Made.’ 
June 14 is Flag Day, so pro 
claimed by the# 
President of the 
United States to

the adoption by 
the Continental 
Congress on 
June 14, 1777, of 
the basic design & 
for the national # 
emblem. There iam 
is reason able @aae 
doubt, certainly &

that the Congress placed ‘te or- 
der with Betsy Ross. The first per- 
son to make that 1 Bos was Mrs. 
Ross’ grandson, William J. Canby. 
In 1870 he read a paper saying his 
mother told him that her mother, 
who was Betsy Ross, told her that 
in June 1776 the Continental Con- 
gress sent Washington, 
Robert Morris and George Ross to 
her with the sketch of a flag and 
asked her to take up the needle 
and turn one out from the pattern. 

However, according to John Kie- 
ran, the Information lease ex- 
pert, it's not in the record. The 
only official record, says he, that 
Betsy was a flagmaker is a vouch- 
er on the state of Pennsvivania or- 
dering the payment to her of 14 
pounds plus for making emblems 
for the Pennsylvania Navy.

When Congress set the official 
pattern on June 14, 1777, it or- 
dered the same 13-stripe flag 
which was raised on Prospect Hill 
outside of Boston in January 1776, 
except the Union Jack in the upper 
le{thand corner was replaced by 
13 stars in a blue field. 

The 13 stripes became 15 when 
Kentucky and Vermont became 
States. As the Union family grew 
to 20, the U.S. Congress saw that 
the field was going to get crowded, 
so in 1818 it cut the stripes back to 
the original number and set the 
Star as the symbol for a new state, 
There have been 48 stars only 
since 1912 when Arizona and New 
Mexico passed from territorial sta- 
tus to full statehood. 

Today, Hawaii and Alaska stand 
outside the door and knock. They 
would lke to take the 49th and 
20th positions in the lineup on the 
blue. 

The official national emblem 
flew for the first time on a make 
shift shaft over Ft. Stanwix, N.J., 
Aug. 3, 1777. Since then freedom 
has followed the flag. The banner 
which ‘'was still there’ on the statf 
above Ft. McHenry inspired a 
song which became the National 
Anthem. On Iwa Jima, the flag 
mounted the heights of Suribachi 
and inspired a picture which will 
be immortal. Today it waves 
proudiy at the 38th Parallel in 
Korea to mark the frontier of the 
land of the free.

City Noises Are 
Wearying Sounds 


There are quiet cities and noisy ones and 
Noisy though she 
may be, the old town is like a morgue compared 


Atlanta is one of the latter. 


with some of our really clattering cities, and compete with what 
she was back in the days of banging, grinding and clanging street 


cars. 


Noise does nobody any good and has a really bad effect on 
some. For 10 years now, the Atlanta Woman's Chamber of Com- 
merce quietly has been combatting noise for the civic good. 


The program is continuous, and 
reaches its annual climax in Sep- 
tember. Then we have an Anttl- 
Noise Week, and maybe for 10 
days or so some people remember 


not to blow their horns so often 
and so loudly. 

This year the ladies will meas- 
ure Atlanta’s noises, and report 
on such things as the noisiest cor- 
ner in town, and what we should 
do to soften our civic cacophony. 


Noise is measured in decibels, 
and according to Mrs. Evelyn Sut- 
ton of the Chamber’s noise abate- 
ment committee, any noise that 
registers over 80 decibels creates 
tension. From decibel 100 and on, 
noise becomes unhealthy and at 
35 decibels it reaches the point 
where it might impair hearing. 

“Noise and confusion are irri- 
tants,’’ said Mrs. Sutton, ‘and pro- 
longed exposure can bring about 
serious mental and physical con- 
sequences,” 

Noise is a hard and mechanical 
thing. Sound waves can kill fish, 
break windows and undermine 
buildings. The human body is 
more resilient to noise than glass 
and bricks, but Mrs. Sutton reports 
that tests have shown it has a 
wearing effect on flesh. 

In one test two sets of stenogra-

Bad manners bring on noises 
which irritate people who in their 
turn make more noises. It’s a 
vicious cycle, and it will take a 
long educational campaign on the 
part of the Woman’s Chamber to 
snap us out of it. 


We lost our worst noises when 
rubber tired trackless trolleys and 
buses replaced the flat-wheeled 
street car on its steel rails. We've 
added a few, such as jets, the 
grumbling of diesel trucks, and for 
the time being the sharp rattling 
of riveters. This last noise is only 
temporary and is® one of the 
sounds of prosperity. 

The worst noise and the one we 
will never get rid of is the sound 
of the morning alarm. Not that 
the sound is bad in itself. It’s 
what it stands for that slowly kills 
you.

Coincidentally, Secretary of 
State Dulles was telling a Seattle 
audience that the Communists 


are the biggest fakers in the 
world—even as they cry out 
about ‘“‘colonialism,’’ they them- 


selves have added 600 million 
people to their system of bondage 
since 1945. 

Perhaps the most perplexing 
aspect of it is the fact that there 
are in the world many areas 
where desirable reforms or so- 
cial changes should take place. 
Thus ‘‘colonialism’’ constituted a 
serious problem long before the 
Communists overthrew the Czar's 
government in 1917. Likewise, con- 
ditions of exploitation which are 
deplorable have existed in Guate- 
mala and other Latin - American 
countries. The Communist agita- 
tors are taking advantage of those 
weaknesses now, 

The Moscow government itself, 
however, isn’t sincerely inter- 
ested in any humanitarian or so- 
cial reforms anywhere in the 
world. The real aim is to get pos- 
session, by revolution or other- 
wise, of the mind of the man who 


occupies the post of minister of. 


foreign affairs or the man who 


directs him, and to line up votes 
in the United Nations to block 
collective action of any kind 
against Soviet Russia. 

The paramount question then is 
what can the free governments do? 

The first job is to expose and 
eradicate Communist influence in 
every Near Eastern capital and 
in every country in Asia. Then 
the program for independence 
and reform will have some 
chance of permanency when it is 
achieved, 

A worldwide inquiry into Come 
munist tactics ought to be undere 
taken, but unfortunately the 
United Nations doesn’t have the 
machinery or the determination 
to do it. Also the Communist po» 
litical influence can block it 
there. If the governments of 
Great Britain, France and Amere 
ica, however, could persuade 
everyone of the smaller governe 
ments in the world to join in an 
exposure of Communist agents in 
the various countries, it would da 
much to hasten the day when real 
protection and help can be given 
those countries.
